is the theory of suggestion. The suicide 
of one person suggests it to another, the 
courage of one infuses courage into an- 
other, and so suicide follows suicide until 
it may be said to be epidemic. 

But this explanation does not explain 
the New York epidemic. The ten suicides 
of Monday were committed on the same 
day. The victims had no social or busi- 
ness connections and no knowledge of 
each other. 

An inviting explanation ts found in the 
germ theory of disease. There may be 
a suicide bacillus which attacks the 
brain end nerves and disposes to suicide. 
The common remark about suicide being 
in the alr and a bug in the head may 
have a scientific foundation. It is an 
interesting subject for research.

Palmer on Garfield. 
From Gen. Palmer’s New Book. 

In my visits to headquarters I formed a 
somewhat familiar acquaintance with Brig.- 
Gen. James A. Garfield, who had been 
promoted from Colonel of an Ohio regi- 
ment, at the head. of which he had won 
some distinction‘during a short campaign 
in Eastern Kentucky. My first impression 
of Gen. Garfield was that he was scholarly, 
but somewhat formal, and a little pedan- 
tic. His habits were studious, and he de- 
voted himself to the duties, which were 
those, of the chief of staff, assiduously; his 
conduct was extremely respectful to his 
chief, Gen, Rosecrans, and considerate 
and polite to all with whom he was brought 
in contact. His views of military and politi- 
cal affairs seemed to be: judicious, elevated 
and liberal, as far as could be judged by 
his expresisons, but he did not impress me 
as one who possessed either depth of feel- 
ing, or pre-eminent sincerity. He had at 
that time the conspicuous habit of 
expressing generous sentiments by apt and 
often neat, or beautiful quotations from the 
best authors. His definitions and statements 
were usually exact, but he did not often 
commit himself upon any doubtful point 
of military, or political policy, otherwise 
than by happily’ expressed quotations. He 
was ambitious, as was easy to be geen, and 
furnished proof by his conduct that he 
would bide his time, and would not be 
iikely to recklessly share the misfortunes 
of either his chief or anyone else. 

1 was not surprised afterwards when 
Rosecrans was unfortunate at Chicka- 
mauga, that Garfield so managed as not 
only to escape the censure to which Gen, 
Rosecrans was subjected, but obtained 
credit by his easy and useless return to 
Gen. Thomas on the battlefield.
